First of four teen lounges open at RB

Teens across the Greater Stuttgart 
Mi l i ta ry Communi ty w i l l soon enjoy the 
good life. 

The first o f five teen lounges opened 
at Robinson Barracks on July 28 wi th 
GSMC commander Ma j . Gen. James B. 
Al len Jr. cutt ing the ribbon to officially 
open the lounge. 

"The lounges are a teen initiative,*' 
said Robert C. Manaugh, GSMC Youth 
Services coordinator. "The opening o f 
these facilities is a result o f last year's 
GSMC teen task force findings on the 
shortage o f teen-specified space." 

The task force was comprised o f teach­
ers, students, and parents whose primary 
goal was to find ways to improve the 
quality o f teen activities. 

"The task force findings revealed four 
main things," said Al len, i n a speech at 
the Robinson Barracks teen lounge open­
ing. 

One, the teens asked for a chance to 
compete wi th their counterparts in the 
Un i ted States in the areas o f education 
and sports. 

Two, the teens wanted a place to go 
and call their own, a place to have fun. 

Three, they asked for transportation. 

Four, they asked for a sports program 
that would give them a chance to get into 
colleges in the Uni ted States. 

Maj . Gen. Allen stressed the success o f 
the sports program. 

"Last year there were about 70 teams 
competing in the Youth Services be­
tween the ages of eight to 19," Al len said. 
"This year we have 109 teams." 

Space for the future teen lounges has 
been identif ied in four other commu­
nities and all are scheduled to open by 
the fall time-frame. 

The teens in the community wanted a 
place to call their own, Manaugh ex­
plained. They wanted to coordinate their 
own activities and have some say in 
what's going on. 

"This project w i l l give the teens more 
responsibil ity," said Tanni Baxter, the 
Robinson Barracks YS director. " I t w i l l 
also give them a sense o f independence." 

The teens have had a lot o f help in 
getting these lounges of f the ground. 

Parents, YS Booster Clubs, the Dad's 
Club, YS staffs, and supporting units 
have all played a major role in this pro­
ject. 

One goal o f this ini t iat ive is to coordi­
nate wi th the other four communities o f 
Baden-Wuertlemberg — Goeppingen, 
Hei lbronn, Schwaebisch Gmuend, and 
Scbwaebisch Ha l l — for .activities that 

teens can do together. 

"Right now, we meet and coordinate 
sporting events," Manaugh said. " I f we 
coordinate on teen activities, the teen 
calendar w i l l have a variety o f activities 
and more places to go." 

Manaugh stressed the need for crea­
t iv i ty once these lounges start their 
schedule o f activities. 

"Th is was a teen*s idea," he said. 
"There is no magical solution to teen 
involvement. Teens get bored quickly, so 
by having everyone involved we'l l have 
ideas from a lot o f places." 

One idea is to synchronize activities 
w i th high schools such as coordinating 
dances w i th them, since all o f the teens 
go to the high schools, Manaugh added. 

The five-year construction plan for all 
six GSMC communities reflects updated 
YS centers based on the Department o f 
A rmy standard design. 

"The lounges which are currently 
being opened are a temporary solution to 
the need for specific space for teens," 
Manaugh said. 

The opening o f this teen lounge and 
forthcoming lounges is a prelude to the 
new YS centers that w i l l devote space 
specifically for teens. The first o f these 
renovated YS centers is scheduled to 
open at the Ludwigsburg-Komwestheim 
Y S i n early 1990.
